He de- 
clined to give out any figures on the 
race, but said that he had enough 
votes in the lower house to warran t 
his election by a safe majority. He 
said: 

From advices received today I 
feel certain of election. The boasting 
of the other side does not have any 
effect on me whatever. 1 do not 
think that it is necessary for me 
make any extravagant claims. I am 
going to win, and that is all there is 
in it." 

In the Paynter ^headquarters, 
where Adj. Gen. Pel«y Haly pre- 
sides, which is also headquarters for 
all the Paynter candidatetj^aims of 
success were given oiit oi^vA sides. 
Both Adj. Gen. Haley and Henry B. 
Hines said there was nothing to it, 
but the election of Henry R. liaw- 
rence as speaker of the House and 
the election of Judge Thomas H. 
Paynter a.s Senator. 

The Hon. Henry R. lawrence said 
last night that he felt confident of 
being the next Speaker of the 
House, Said he: "I do not want to' 
put my majority bigljuBr than I really 
MfitM will be, but I am confident 
i will get forty votes in the caiigius; 
«)>ich is two more than eoough to 
nominate me. I know fhat|I will get 
forty votes, because men in whom I 
have the utmost confidence have told 
me they would vote for me.

The name of 
Senator Laben Phelps, of Louisville, 
has been mentioned as the anti-Payn- 
ter candidate for chairman of the 
Senate caucus. 

The support of Judge Paynter and 
Representative Lawrmice do not ap. 
pear to be in the least east down over 
the fact that the Louisville delega- 
tion will not be for their candidates. 
One of them said: 
"Why, the Loui.sville delegation 
has generally been on the wrong side 
of the fence in the speakership race,' 
he declared. "The members from 
this city and county were opposed to 
Gerald Finn and Eli Brown, and yet 
both were elected speaker. , Their 
position has caused us no uneasiness.
